ITS  NEW  SCHOOL  OF  EDUCATION 

By  Rev.  Charles  F.  Donovan,  S.J.,  Ph.D.  '33,  Dean,  School  of  Education 


There  could  hardly  be  a  better  time 
than  the  present  for  opening  a  School 
of  Education.  The  national  birthrate 
has  increased  steadily  through  the 
war  and  postwar  years  and  in  1951 
was  58%  higher  than  in  1940.  The 
number  of  live  births  in  Massachu- 
setts in  1940  was  65,369;  in  1947  it 
was  106,690;  and  in  1951,  96,041.  In 
1957  about  half  again  as  many  chil- 
dren will  be  in  America's  elementary 
classrooms  as  in  1947.  To  match  this 
50%  increase  in  student  population 
there  should  be  a  corresponding  50% 
increase  in  teacher  personnel. 

The  Boston  College  School  of  Ed- 
ucation will  help  meet  the  need  for 
more  teachers,  but  even  if  there  were 
not  a  teacher  shortage,  there  would 
still  be  a  need  for  a  School  of  Educa- 
tion under  Catholic  auspices,  since  up 
to  the  present  there  has  not  been  such 
an  institution  north  of  Fordham. 

Throughout  the  years  Boston  Col- 
lege has  sent  a  large  number  of  its 
alumni  into  the  teaching  profession  in 
the  Commonwealth  and  in  neighbor- 
ing states,  so  the  question  may  be 
asked,  why  do  we  need  a  new  school 
on  the  Heights?  Isn't  it  precisely  the 
quality  of  education  in  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  that  has  distin- 
guished the  Boston  College  graduate 
i-i  the  teaching  profession? 

Whatever  we  may  chance  to  think 
of  the  practice,  the  fact  is  that  many 
communities  do  not  look  favorably 
upon  the  applicant  for  a  teaching 
position  who  has  been  graduated 
from  a  liberal  arts  college  with 
no    professional    education    courses. 


Such  communities  have  established 
professional  requirements  beyond  the 
possession  of  a  bachelor's  degree.  For 
example,  they  demand  a  certain  num- 
ber of  semester  hours'  credit  in  ed- 
ucation courses,  or  specified  courses 
in  education,  and,  especially,  so  many 
weeks  of  actual  supervised  experience 
in  the  classroom  as  a  student  teacher. 
Massachusetts  was  the  last  state  to 
adopt  teacher  certification  require- 
ments on  a  statewide  basis,  but  by 
1954  no  new  applicant  will  be  able  to 
get  a  certificate  to  teach  in  a  second- 
ary school  anywhere  in  the  state  un- 
less, besides  holding  a  Bachelor's  de- 
gree, he  has  had  nine  semester  hours' 
credit  in  education  courses  and  at 
least  two  credits  in  practice  teaching. 
For  the  past  several  years  our  Ed- 
ucation Department  in  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  has  tried  to  prepare 
students  to  meet  these  teacher  certi- 
fication requirements  as  well  as  .the 
more  exacting  requirements  of  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  and 
other  states.  This  has  involved  prodi- 
gious alterations  of  class  schedules. 
For  example,  students  wishing  to 
meet  the  practice  teaching  require- 
ment had  had  to  carry  an  extra  elec- 
tive course  during  the  first  term  of 
their  Senior  year.  During  the  entire 
second  term  they  have  been  free  dur- 
ing the  morning  and  early  afternoon 
for  observation  and  teaching  in  local 
public  and  parochial  schools;  but 
they  have  had  to  return  to  the 
Heights  for  Philosophy  and  Theology 
classes  every  day  from  4:30  to  6:15. 
This  is  not  a  happy  arrangement,  but

it  is  the  best  that  could  be  provided 
within  the  framework  of  the  liberal 
arts  program. 

It  was  decided,  therefore,  that  the 
best  way  to  meet  this  situation  was 
to  establish  a  distinct  school  whose 
whole  curriculum  and  schedule  would 
be  tailored  to  meet  the  needs  of  fu- 
ture teachers.  This  b'y  no  means  im- 
plies the  abandoning  of  the  liberal 
arts  ideal,  but  it  will  enable  us  to 
offer  a  greater  amount  of  professional 
teacher  training.  For  years  the  charge 
has  been  made  that  the  teacher  from 
the  liberal  arts  college  was  strong  on 
the  'what'  and  weak  on  the  'how'  of; 
teachirfg;  whereas,  in  countercharge, 
it  has  been  alleged  that  the  teachers 
college  graduate  was  deficient  in  the 
'what',  while  expert  in  the  'how'.  It 
is  our  purpose  in  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion to  provide  students  with  methods 
of  teaching  and  knowledge  of  chil- 
dren, without  any  diminution  of  the 
content  of  education. 

But  why  should  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation be  co-educational?  Well,  if  it 
was  felt  that  a  separate  School  of  Ed- 
ucation can  do  a  better  job  of  turning 
out  qualified  men  teachers  than  the 
liberal  arts  college,  this  is  even  more 
true  as  far  as  women  teachers  are 
concerned.  The  great  majority  of 
women  teachers  are  in  the  elementary 
schools;  and  the  training  of  an  ele- 
mentary school  teacher  involves  more 
technical  and  professional  courses 
than  does  the  preparation  of  a  high 
school  teacher.  Three  quarters  of  the 
teachers  in  the  state  are  women,  so 
that  the  need  for  a  Catholic  institu- 
tion specifically  dedicated  to  teacher 
training  is  more  urgent  in  the  case  of 
women  than  it  is  as  regards  men. 

The  School  of  Education  will  open 
in  September  with  a  Freshman  class 
of  upwards  of  160  members.  In  their 
first  year  they  will  take  an  almost  ex- 
clusively liberal  arts  curriculum,  but 
thereafter  they  will  pursue  one  of  four 
major  programs,  according  as  they 
wish  to  become  elementary  school 
teachers,  secondary  school  teachers, 
teachers  of  art  or  of  business  sub- 
jects. 

At  a  time  when  misguided  educa- 
tors are  calling  for  cultural  and  in- 
tellectual uniformity,  we  feel  that  we 
are  doing  a  public  service  in  main- 
taining the  American  tradition  of 
cultural  diversity  with  the  establish- 
ment of  an  independent,  Catholic 
teacher  training  institution.

Several  years  ago,  a  Boston  College 
graduate  teaching  at  a "  local  High 
School,  advised  his  two  brightest  pu- 
pils to  attend  B.  C.  Today  his  two 
former  students  hold  leading  places 
in  the  sophomore  class  at  the  Heights, 
one  in  the  pre-medical  course  and  the 
other  in  the  Business  School.  It's 
just  that  kind  of  cooperation  that 
Boston  College  presidents,  deans  and 
alumni  directors  have  been  fostering 
for  years  among  B.  C.  alumni  with 
satisfactory   success. 

In  view  of  the  following  facts  is  it 
any  wonder  that  good  students  come 
to  Boston  College?  More  than  thirty 
superintendents  of  schools  in  Massa- 
chusetts are  graduates  of  Boston  Col- 
lege. Exactly  one-third  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  is  composed  of 
B.  C.  graduates.  They  are:  Rt.  Rev. 
Cornelius  T.  H.  Sherlock,  '22;  Dr. 
Leo  C.  Donahue,  '29;  John  W.  Mc- 
Devitt,  '28.  Of  the  nine  presidents 
of  state  colleges  of  education  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, three  are  B.  C.  graduates: 
Dr.  Martin  F.  O'Connor,  '13,  at 
Framingham;  Dr.  Daniel  H.  O'Leary, 
'27,  at  Lowell;  Dr.  Edward  A.  Sulli- 
van, '14,  at  Salem. 

encouragement  of  each  and  everyone 
because  all  of  us  are  apt  to  find  our- 
selves in  a  similar  situation.  If  you 
come  across  any  leads  in  your  field 
or  any  place  else,  phone  Bill  Flynn 
immediately. 

Another  activity  that  commands 
our  attention  is  the  close  alignment 
between  the  College  and  the  Alumni 
body  in  relation  to  future  students 
for  the  Heights.  With  nearly  3,000 
alumni  engaged  in  the  teaching  pro- 
fession, it  should  not  be  too  difficult 
to  maintain  an  active  organization 
that  will  supply  Boston  College  with 
a  reservoir  of  worthy  young  men. 

Other  activities  along  similar  lines 
will  be  instituted  promoting  your  in- 
terest and  those  of  Alma  Mater.  Our 
morale  is  high;  our  spirit  is  wonder- 
ful. Keep  up  the  good  work.  "Ad 
Majorem  Dei  Gloriam." 


Among  the  teachers  themselves 
there  are  over  2,000  Boston  College 
graduates  in  an  over-all  total  of  ap- 
proximately 23,000  teachers.  Actu- 
ally, when  it's  realized  that  75%  of 
that  23,000  total  is  composed  of 
women,  B.  C.'s  influence  is  even  more 
pronounced. 

In  one  Metropolitan  community, 
for  example,  B.  C.  graduates  hold 
prominent  positions  throughout  the 
educational  system.  The  assistant 
superintendent  holds  a  B.  C.  degree, 
as  do  the  principal  and  two  vice-prin- 
cipals of  the  High  School.  One  of 
three  Junior  High  School  principals 
and  four  of  seven  elementary  school 
principals  are  graduates  of  University 
Heights,  and  over  90  of  the  540 
teachers  in  the  system  graduated  from 
Boston  College.  The  same  situation 
can  be  seen  in  many  other  Massa- 
chusetts cities. 

There  is  no  need  to  indicate  the 
Boston  College  influence  in  the  pa- 
rochial school?  Monsignor  Sherlock, 
the  Diocesan  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  and  Rev.  Timothy  F. 
O'Leary,  the  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent, are  B.  C.  men,  while  over  800 
nuns,  brothers  and  priests  have  taken 
courses  at  the  Heights,  with  most  of 
them  holding  graduate  degrees. 

Realizing  the  necessity  for  even 
closer  cooperation  between  the  Col- 
lege and  alumni  in  Education,  Very 
Rev.  J.  R.  N.  Maxwell,  S.  J.,  Presi- 
dent of  Boston  College,  and  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Alumni  Association  held 
an  Educational  Conference  on  May 
10  at  University  Heights  with  1,500 
members  of  the  alumni  attending. 
Dr.  Leo  C.  Donahue,  '29,  presided  at 
the  Conference,  and  the  invocation 
was  delivered  by  Most  Rev.  Eric  F. 
MacKenzie,  J.C.D.,  '14.  Other  speak- 
ers were:  Rev.  Charles  F.  Donovan, 
S.J.,  '33,  "Our  New  School  of  Educa- 
tion"; William  J.  Sanders,  Ph.D., 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Spring- 
field, "The  Preparation  of  Teachers"; 
James  L.  Hanley,  Ed.D.,  '19,  "Moral 
and  Spiritual  Values  in  Education".

AN  ANSWER  TO  DR.  CONANT 

At  Corporate  Communion  Breakfast 


The  Very  Rev.  Joseph  R.  N.  Max- 
well's reply  to  Dr.  James  B.  Conant's 
idea  of  a  single  public  school  system 
was  the  highlight  of  the  second  an- 
nual Corporate  Communion  Break- 
fast held  on  April  19  at  the  Sheraton 
Plaza. 

Speaking  to  1000  Boston  College 
Alumni  Father  Maxwell  said  in  part 
"To  establish  the  kind  of  single  public 
school  system  advocated  by  President 
Conant  of  Harvard  would  be  to  play 
right  into  the  hands  of  Communist 
Russia.  Public  schools  are  classless 
and  non-sectarian  but  no  one  would 
want  to  claim  that  the  society  of  this 
country  is  classless  and  non-secta- 
rian ...  A  classless  society  is  the 
dream  of  Communism.  This  philos- 
ophy does  away  with  bankers,  capi- 
talists replacing  them  with  Red  Com- 
missars .  .  .  Solid  American  citizens 
seek  for  their  children  the  education 
they  thank  best  for  them.  In  so  doing 
they  exercise  a  fundamental  God- 
given  right,  a  right  fully  protected  by 
the  Constitution,"  he  concluded. 

Judge  Clare  Gerald  Fenerty,  Just- 
tice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
Philadelphia  was  another  featured 
speaker.  He  attacked  the  abuses  of 
academic  freedom  in  American  sec- 
ular universities.  "All  arguments 
about  academic  freedom",  he  said, 
"are  blatant  demagoguery  and  dis- 
honest subterfuge  when  they  are  used 
in  defense  of  Red  anti-American  and 
anti-God  propaganda  under  the  im- 
primatur of  a  university.  Boards  of 
education,  school  administrations,  the 
public,  the  press,  honest  teachers  and 


students  have  not  merely  the  right 
but  the  obligation  to  expose  every 
Communist  in  their  midst,  to  strip 
from  him  the  'liberal'  and  'progres- 
sive' camouflage  under  which  the  Red 
agents  seek  to  conceal  themselves  and 
to  label  him  for  what  he  is:  a  foe  of 
morality  and  decency,  a  hindrance  to 
general  learning,  a  traitor  to  America 
and  an  enemy  of  God." 

Before  the  Breakfast  the  Alumni 
took  part  in  a  Dialogue  Mass  at  the 
Cathedral.  Father  Maxwell  celeb- 
rated the  Mass  while  Rev.  William 
J.  Leonard,  S.J.,  of  the  B.C.  School 
of  Social  Worship,  led  the  Alumni  in 
the  responses. 

Rt.  Rev.  Daniel  J.  Donovan,  '16, 
pastor  of  St.  Agatha's,  Milton,  in  his 
sermon  emphasized  the  true  loyalty 
of  Catholic  Colleges  and  their  facul- 
ties— "All  honor  and  glory  to  the  pro- 
fessors, instructors,  and  teachers  of 
Boston  College,  and  of  all  other  Cath- 
olic Colleges  in  our  land,  for  their  un- 
swerving and  uncomprising  alle- 
giance to  sound  American  principles 
and  to  traditional  American  religious 
ideals.  Their  patriotism  has  never 
been  challenged  or  under  suspicion. 
No  one  of  them  has  ever  been  sum- 
monsed, as  suspect  of  treasonable  ac- 
tivity, by  any  Congressional  Investi- 
gating Committees.  None  of  them  has 
ever  been  indicted  nor  had  to  stand 
trial  for  Communist  membership,  as- 
sociation or  'fellow-travelling'."

A  visit  to  Alumni  Hall  recently 
would  have  answered  that  question 
for  you — and  favorably. 

If  you  had  dropped  in  at  the  Hall 
a  month  ago,  you  might  not  have 
found  room  to  hang  your  hat — but 
you  would  have  seen  representatives 
from  some  of  the  largest  industries 
in  Ameriea  interviewing  prospective 
employees  from  the  ranks  of  B.C. 
men  who  will  graduate  this  month. 

This  sort  of  shindig  is  one  of  the 
many  creative  operations  emanating 
from  the  office  of  George  Donaldson 
'29,  Boston  College  Placement  Direc- 
tor. 

Donaldson  is  probably  the  most 
unsung  Alumni  officer  we  have.  His 
own  job  is  a  thankless  one.  It's  a  mix- 
ture of  ulcers  and  overtime,  with  all 
the  rewards  going  to  the  other  fellow. 

And  yet  such  an  assignment  can 
be  a  labor  of  love.  That  is  what 
George  Donaldson  has  made  of  his 
work.  His  pleasure  comes  from  watch- 
ing one  of  the  boys  cop  that  job  with 
Proctor  and  Gamble,  stick  with  it, 
do  credit  to  himself,  his  college  and 
Donaldson's    recommendation. 

Not  long  ago,  New  York  Tel  and 
Tel,  International  Business  Machine, 
American  Optical,  Jordan  Marsh  and 
Haskins  and  Sells,  Public  Account- 
ants, descended  on  the  Alumni  head- 
quarters simultaneously.  Donaldson, 
Bill  Flynn,  Father  Frank  Sullivan 
and  Heights  workers  had  to  clear  out 
of  their  offices.  These  companies 
needed  room  to  talk  with  hundreds 
of  boys  and  in  Donaldson's  mind 
nothing  can  take  precedence  over  a 
B.C.  grad  landing  a  good  job. 

During  the  three  month  period 
from  November  to  January,  Donald- 
son's office  interviewed  700  under- 
grads,  350  seniors  and  200  Alumni. 
There  were  1061  phone  calls  out,  970 
leceived,   354   letters   sent,   hundreds 
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more  received — and  out  of  all  that, 
402  referrals  for  jobs.  From  those 
figures,  Donaldson  knows  of  95  place- 
ments. That  gives  an  idea  of  the  work 
that  goes  into  locating  less  than  100 
men  in  employment. 

During  February  and  March,  his 
busiest  months,  Donaldson  gave  up 
keeping  count  on  his  bureau  business. 
He  wasn't  lazy.  He  didn't  have -the 
time. 

There  is  an  especially  distressing 
symptom  Donaldson  has  to  take  arms 
against  in  his  battle  to  get  grads  the 
better  jobs.  "A  good  number  of  the 
fellows  I  talk  to  just  don't  want  to 
leave  New  England,"  he  says.  "But 
the  fact  is  that  the  better  opportun- 
ities are  outside  of  Boston  and  out- 
side of  New  England.  It's  a  hard  thing 
for  an  alumnus  with  a  wife  and  two 
kids  to  pull  up  his  roots  and  settle  in 
Texas.  But  that's  the  way  things  are." 

It  is  Donaldson's  present  task,  not 
only  to  sell  B.C.  to  the  companies,  but 
to  sell  his  own  Bureau  to  the"  Alumni. 

"A  lot  of  the  Alumni  don't  even 
know  about  us,"  he  remarks.  "They 
don't  realize  we  offer  a  free  service 
to  any  grad  who  is  out  of  a  job  or 
looking  for  a  better  one." 

Of  course,  it  is  physically  possible 
for  one  man  to  do  only  a  limited 
amount  of  work.  Donaldson  is  a  work- 
horse, but  a  little  added  interest  in 
his  work  from  the  Alumni  body 
wouldn't  hurt.  With  his  staff  of  two 
(Joe  Delaney,  his  assistant,  Peggy 
Burns,  his  secretary)  George  has 
worked  wonders.  He  needs  help  and 
the  Alumni  can  give  it. 

A  majority  of  employer  calls  that 
come  through  the  Placement  Office 
are  for  graduates  with  technical  and 
business  backgrounds.  But  Donald- 
son, Delaney  arid  Burns  (Inc.?)  are 
just  as  anxious  to  assist  a  major  in 
English,  French,  Greek  —  although 
the  demand  for  these  is  limited. 

Physicists,  majors  in  Chemistry, 
mathematics,  marketing,  accounting 
and  to  some  extent  economics  are 
wanted  by  the  big  companies  and  the 
salaries  they  offer  are  lucrative.  There 
are  calls  from  the  Bureau  of  Stan- 
dards, Monsanto  Chemical,  Park 
Davis,  Johns  Manville,  American  Cy- 
namid,  Proctor  and  Gamble,  National 
Cash  Register. 

The  starting  salaries  in  the  manu- 
facturing firms  range  from  $275  to 
$325  monthly.  Carbide  and  Carbon 
Chemical  offered  one  senior,  $395  to 
start. 

The  Boston  College  Placement 
Bureau  is  there  to  serve  you.  You 
may  be  acquainted  with  an  alumnus 
who  is  looking  for  a  better  position 
but  hasn't  heard  of  Donaldson  and 
his  work.  Pass  the  word  around.

Boston  College's  newly-organized 
"Job-Finding  Forum"  terminated  a 
highly  successful  first  season  with  its 
tenth  meeting,  Monday,  May  26th. 

Louis  F.  Musco,  '34,  chairman  of 
the  Forum,  reports  that  this  new 
Alumni  experiment  was  so  well  re- 
ceived that. plans  are  being  drawn  up 
to  continue  it  beginning  in  Septem- 
ber. 

A  common  question  among  the 
alumni  has  been:  "Where  did  the 
idea  for  this  forum  originate?" 

"What  is  its  purpose?" 

As  Musco  explains  it:  "We  were 
faced  with  this  situation.  Many  of  our 
graduates  who  were  looking  for  bet- 
ter positions,  who  really  wanted  to 
get  ahead,  just  didn't  know  how  to  go 
about  it.  A  group  of  these  men  went 
to  Alumni  President  Walter  Waldron 
in  February.  Walter  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Employment. 

"The  original  idea  was  to  leave  it 
just  that — a  committee.  Then  we  de- 
cided it  would  be  a  lot  more  practical 
to  get  a  series  of  talks  going  to  help 
the  job-seekers  help  themselves. 

"We  made  up  our  minds  to  get  the 
best  possible  speakers  on  employment 
to  come  out  to  Alumni  Hall.  Every 
week  we  were  to  have  an  expert.  In 
10  weeks  we  intended  to  cover  the 
whole  phase  of  employment  —  Self 
Analysis,  Salesmanship,  Personal 
Grooming,  Effective  Speaking,  the 
whole  works  —  and  that's  just  what 
we  did. 

"Our  mission  was  not  to  help  the 
B.C.  job-seeker  to  land  a  job.  We 
wanted  to  help  him  to  get  the  job." 

The  attendance  at  the  Forum  lec- 
tures each  Monday  evening  was  good. 
At  the  first  meeting  on  March  24th, 
at  which  F.  -  Alexander  Magoun, 
President  of  Human  Relations,  Inc., 
spoke  on  "How  to  Analyze  Your-' 
self",  about  80  showed  up.  A  week 
later,  100  were  on  hand  to  hear  Pro- 
fessor William  Burke  of  the  Staley 
College,  lecture  on  "Effective  Speak- 
ing". The  average  audience  after  that 
varied  between  75  to  100  members. 

But  it  wasn't  a  completely  one-way 
arrangement.  The  speakers  did  not 
speak  and  let  it  go  at  that.  Letters 
that    prospective     job     finders     had

written  to  prospective  employers 
were  read  aloud  and  constructive  crit- 
icism on  technique  and  approach  was 
offered  from  several  quarters. 

The  Forum  ha*d  two  broad  objec- 
tives this  year.  It  sought  to  improve 
the  job  hunter's  outlook  on  his  em- 
ployability  by: 

1.  Seeking  to  instill  confidence 
through  practical  instruction  in  the 
simple  principles  of  self  improvement. 

2.  Requiring  the  job  hunter  to 
improve  his  assets,  diminish  his  lia- 
bilities and  re-evaluate  his  abilities 
so  that  he  can  plan  his  career. 

This  Forum  was  a  positive  and 
constructive  answer  to  an  alumni 
problem.  Next  year  with  greater 
alumni  support  it  should  do  an  even 
better  job.

The  enclosed  picture  gives  you  two 
in  one.  This  photo  was  taken  on  the 
front  porch  of  the  American  Embassy 
residence,  Montevideo,  on  April  25,  1952. 
On  the  left  is  James  Francis  Grady, 
Boston  College  '24,  and  on  the  right 
myself.  Mr.  Grady  has  just  completed 
five  years  as  an  Attache  in  the  Amer- 
ican Embassy  at  Buenos  Aires,  Argen- 
tina, and  is  now  en  route  home  to  the 
United  States.  He  will  soon  take  up  a 
new  assignment  as  a  Foreign  Service 
Administrative  Inspector.  Mr.  Grady 
and  his  family  had  luncheon  with  me  at 
the  Embassy. 

Following  is  a  brief  sketch  of  myself: 

Born  Randolph,  Massachusetts  in 
1899  and  educated  in  the  local  public 
schools.  Graduated  from  Boston  Col- 
lege 1920.  Did  newspaper  work  in  Bos- 
ton for  a  time.  Went  to  Washington 
in  1923  and  served  continuously  as  a 
Washington  news  correspondent  until 
the  end  of  1935.  During  this  period 
covered  every  national  political  conven- 
tion and  political  campaign;  also  the 
Senate  for  many  years  and  the  White 
House  from  1932  to  1935  inclusive.  At 
the  beginning  of  1936,  became  Assistant 
Director  of  Publicity  for  the  Demo- 
cratic National  Committee  serving  in 
that  capacity  until  1941.  Served  as 
private  and  Second  Lieutenant  in  the 
Army  1942-43.  Public  relations  work 
in  Washington  after  the  war.  Became 
Administrative  Assistant  to  Senator 
Brien  McMahon  of  Connecticut  in  1948. 
Nominated  by  President  Truman  as 
Ambassador  to  Uruguay  on  September 
19,  1951.

In  the  unlamented  past  there  may 
have  been  an  occasion  when  a  student 
attending  Boston  College  had  to  dis- 
continue his  studies,  not  because  he 
wanted  to,  but  because  he  had  to.  The 
spirit  was  willing,  but  the  pocketbook 
was  deflated. 

Such  an  experience  plays  no  part 
in  the  life  of  any  present  B.C.  boy — 
thanks  principally  to  the  recent  or- 
ganization of  a  Student  Loan  Fund. 
It's  not  the  biggest  fund  in  the  area, 
nor  the  fanciest,  but  it  has  already 
served  its  purpose  well.  Size-wize,  it 
has  hardly  reached  adolescence  —  it 
can  blossom  into  mature  manhood  if 
the  Alumni  and  student  body  put 
their  heads  together  and  their  hands 
in  their  pockets.  Then  they  might 
come  out  of  the  huddle  and  throw  a 
few  dollars  the  way  of  the  Fund — 
one  of  the  worthiest  causes  a  B.  C. 
man  could  think  of. 

In  19S0,  a  student  leader  named 
Jim  McAnulty  organized  a  commit- 
tee to  raise  money  for  a  Student  Loan 
Fund.  In  a  raffle  drive,  #13,000  was 
raised  and  a  decision  made  to  make 
the  #13,000  the  first  step  in  a  #100,- 
000  Student  Loan  Fund. 

He  took  his  little  project  to  Father 
William  L.  Keleher  (then  B.C.  Pres- 
ident). Father  Keleher  liked  the  idea 
and  so  did  the  faculty  "Go  ahead, 
Jim",  the  President  said,  "draw  up 
a  charter." 

And  that's  just  what  was  done.  The 
loans,  it  was  decided,  would  be  made 
as  short  or  long  term  borrowings.  The 
short  term  loan  would  mature  within 
a  year  from  its  date  of  issue  with  an 
interest  rate  of  2%  per  year  on  the 
outstanding  balance.  The  minimum 
for  this  type  of  borrowing  would  be 
#100,  the  maximum,  #200. 

These  smaller  loans  would  be  dis- 
charged with  the  money  the  student 
earns  in  summer  employment.  They 


would  serve  as  effective  "stop-gap' 
measures  enabling  him  to  finish  out  a 
term  after  his  own  resources  had  run 
dry. 

The  "long  term"  loan  would  ma- 
ture beyond  graduation;  would  bear 
interest  at  4%  per  annum  beginning 
12  months  after  the  date  of  lending. 
The  long  term  amounts  would  be  is- 
sued for  no  less  than  #100,  no  more 
than  #500. 

The  Loan  Fund  would  be  non- 
profit. Any  surplus  would  go  back 
into  the  fund  to  pay  for  administra- 
tive expenses. 

In  1951,  another  raffle  netted 
#6,000.  That  gave  the  fund  a  healthy 
spurt  but. then  came  the  ban  on  raf- 
fles. And  that  ban  hurt.  Tag  days, 
dances,  disc-jockey  programs,  have: 
been  run  off  as  substitutes — but  poor 
substitutes  they  are,  financially.  A 
few  hundred  dollars  have  been  the 
take  on  tag  days,  dances  and  disc- 
jockey programs.  The  student  officers 
of  the  loan,  therefore,  have  had  to 
explore  other  fund-raising  gimmicks. 

How  does  a  needy  student  go  about 
applying? 

There  is  a  standard  form,  com- 
pletely confidential,  on  which  the  ap- 
plicant describes  his  situation  and 
lists  his  needs.  The  application  is  then 
reviewed  by  the  Treasurer's  office 
and  two  members  of  the  faculty.  If 
approved  (it  seldom  isn't)  the  cash  is 
forthcoming. 

The  fund  is  now  about  #80,000 
short  of  the  desired  #100,00  limit.  If! 
that  goal  is  ever  exceeded,  the  sur- 
plus will  be  directed  to  a  student 
Service  Fund,  for  improvement  of 
student  facilities  on  campus. 

A  final  item:  since  the  fund  was  in- 
augurated, it  has  not  made  one  bad 
loan. 
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MILITARY  CONTACT  ADVISORY  BOARD

The  Armed  Services  will  eventually 
claim,  for  at  least  two  years  of  duty, 
most  of  the  young  men  presently 
studying  at  the  Heights.  Some  years 
ago,  when  the  situation  was  similar, 
the  students  lived  from  headline  to 
headline,  wondering  what  courses  to 
take,  which  service  to  enter,  when  to 
go,  what  to  do.  However,  that  con- 
fused tangle  which  so  dominated  the 
student's  life  in  1941  does  not  exist 
on  the  Heights  in  1952.  Boston  Col- 
lege has  been  saved  from  that  by  an 
unique  organization  called  the  Mili- 
tary Contact  Advisory  Board. 

Having  no  prototype  or  equal  on 
any  campus  in  the  United  States,  this 
Advisory  Board  was  originated  by 
the  College  in  December,  1950.  The 
Board  is  composed  of  sixteen  men,  in- 
cluding its  two  chairmen,  the  respec- 
tive Deans  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  the  College  of  Business 
Administration.  All  of  the  advisors 
gave  service  in  the  last  war,  many  are 
still  members  of  Reserve  components, 
ten  are  alumni  of  the  College. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  univer- 
sity, these  advisors  have  established 
and  maintain  close  official  contact 
with  every  military  branch  and  with 
Selective  Service.  Working  from  and 
through  these  contacts,  the  advisors 
are  prepared  to  counsel  students 
authoritatively  and  wisely. 

Four  or  five  advisors  are  available 
daily  for  conferences  in  a  spacious  of- 


fice (404)  in  Fulton  Hall  (CBA).  To 
this  office  any  student  may  come  to 
be  informed  and  advised  as  to  his 
personal  military  status.  An  average 
of  fifteen  students  a  day  are  appear- 
ing currently  to  ask  the  critical  ques- 
tions: how  may  I  earn  a  deferment 
from  Selective  Service?  what  officer 
training  courses  are  presently  open  to 
me?  when  should  I  apply  for  the  par- 
ticular service  branch  of  my  choice? 
Many  graduate  students  and  parents 
have  also  called  or  visited  the  Board 
for  information. 

Although  such  individual  attention 
is  the  essential  action  of  the  MCAB 
program,  there  is  more.  In  order  to 
coordinate  their  advisory  activities, 
the  Board  conducts  a  regular  meet- 
ing of  its  own,  presided  over  by  the 
Chairman,  wherein  pertinent  infor- 
mation is  exchanged  and  important 
reports,  e.g.,  on  UMT,  are  delivered. 
Furthermore,  these  meetings  are  held 
to  implement  assemblies  or  other  ac- 
tion which  concerns  large  groups  of 
students.  By  the  time  that  this  is  read, 
the  MCAB  will  have  sponsored  its 
second  year's  series  of  talks  and  dis- 
cussions for  the  students,  designed  to 
prepare  them  for  the  social,  psycho- 
logical, and  moral  aspects  of  military 
service.  This  year  the  talks  were 
compulsory  for  Freshman  and  volun- 
tary for  upper-classmen.  Four  priests, 
two  of  them  former  chaplains,  and 
four  of  the  members  of  the  Advisory 


Board  conducted  the  latest  series.  It 
is  planned  that  the  Pre-Service  Con- 
ferences shall  be  a  regular  feature 
each  year,  as  long  as  men  are  liable 
for  military  service. 

The  last  year  and  a  half  have 
brought  the  Board  1853  student  in- 
terviews, aside  from  assembly  talks, 
letter  and  telephone  contacts.  Though 
the  Board  does  not  serve  in  any  way 
as  a  recruiter  for  the  Services,  it  is 
true  that  by  being  informed  more 
men  have  been  enabled  to  enter  cur- 
rent officer  training  programs.  Last 
year,  for  instance,  the  university  led 
New  England  and  was  sixth  in  the 
nation  with  the  number  of  students 
entrained  in  the  Navy  ROC,  a  two 
summer  program  leading  to  a  com- 
mission at  the  completion  of  a  stu- 
dent's senior  year.  Boston  College  led 
New  England  schools  also  in  the 
numbers  placed  in  the  Marine  officer 
programs,  e.g.,  the  Platoon  Leader 
Program.  The  Army  and  the  Air 
Force  similarly  report  large  numbers 
of  Boston  College  men  taking  advan- 
tage of  opportunities  offered. 

Thus,  as  a  result  of  the  voluntary 
efforts  of  the  members  of  this  Board, 
it  is  a  fact  that  today  no  student  at 
Boston  College  need  be  confused  or 
misled  in  matters  concerning  his  pres- 
ent or  future  military  status.

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PROFILE  OF  AN  ANNIVERSARY  CLASS 


Twenty-five  years  ago  Calvin  Cool- 
idgc  "didn't  choose  to  run"  for  re- 
election; radio  was  relatively  young; 
Alvan  T.  Fuller  was  Governor  of 
Massachusetts;  the  internationally- 
famous  Sacco-Vanzetti  case  ended  in 
execution  for  the  principals;  Charles 
A.  Lindbergh  flew  the  Spirit  of  St. 
Louis  solo  across  the  Atlantic  to 
Paris;  Babe  Ruth  hit  his  record  60 
homers;  the  submarine  S-4  went 
down  and  the  hit  tune  was  "Ramona". 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  high- 
lights of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago 
as  a  class  of  225  young  men  was  grad- 
uated fr6m  Boston  College.  It  was 
hail  and  farewell  that  June  day,  or, 
as  the  better  reporters  of  1952  would 
quote  from  the  Latin,  "Ave  at  que 
vale." 

At  least  twice  a  year  since,  for 
nearly  a  generation,  a  representative 
group  of  the  class  has  paused  to  re- 
assemble from  distant  points.  During 
Christmas  week  a  reunion  dinner  has 
been  held  at  which  business,  social 
and  family  notes  are  exchanged. 
These  meetings  are  run  somewhat  like 
a  Quaker  prayer  session  —  anyone 
who  gets  the  urge  and  has  the  incen- 
tive speaks.  Complacent,  perhaps,  but 
'27  has  never  needed  an  outside 
speaker. 

Around  May  30  each  year  a  Me- 
morial Mass,  celebrated  by  one  of  the 
priests  of  the  class,  is  offered.  Already 
33  of  our  classmates,  including  three 
doctors  and  three  priests,  have  passed 
to  their  eternal  reward.  1927  boasts  of 
having  been  the  first  class  to  publish 
prayer  cards  with  the  names  of  its  de- 
ceased on  the  back.  These  are  distrib- 
uted to  all.  We  believe  that  "to  live  in 
the  hearts  of  those  we  leave  behind  us 
is  not  to  die." 

Now  that  the  25th  reunion  is  com- 
ing up  the  "old  grads"  will  recall  the 
rare,  poetic  days  of  other  Junes  when 
lighter  hearts  were  carried  in  lighter 
bodies.  The  memories  of  student  days 
under  the  towers  on  the  Heights  will 
be  brought  back,  topped,  perhaps,  by 
the  amazing  feat  of  Fr.  Fitzpatrick's 
"surrounding"  30  or  more  anthropol- 
ogists examining  and  rolling  the 
bones  under  the  stands  on  Alumni 
Field. 

Main  events  of  the  celebration  will 
include  a  supper  dance,  a  Family 
Communion  Breakfast,  and  the  tra- 
ditional Alumni  Day  festivities.  A 
unique  feature  of  the  Communion 
Breakfast  will  be  the  extending  of  in- 
vitations to  the  parents,  wives  and 
children  of  the  33  deceased  classmates

to  join  with  the  living  in  memory  of 
their  and  our  dead. 

In  retrospect,  it  takes  a  good  deal 
of  organization,  work,  time  and  pa- 
tience to  keep  a  record  of  225  grad- 
uates plus  two-score  ex's  who  arc 
considered  an  integral  part  of  the 
class. 

Those  who  have  shouldered  this 
task  have  been  the  late  Francis  J. 
Murphy  of  Fall  River  who  was 
senior-year  president;  Thomas  Hef- 
fernan  of  Dorchester,  Boston  School 
official;  Dr.  William  Marnell,  profes- 
sor at  Teachers'  College,  Boston; 
Howard  Buckley,  Needham,  realtor, 
and  the  present  leader  for  nearly  a 
decade,  Francis  X.  Sullivan  of  Brigh- 
ton, head  of  the  English  Department 
at  Roxbury  Memorial  High  for  Girls.

and  television  is  cramping  its  style; 
Paul  A.  Dever  is  Governor  of  Massa- 
chusetts; the  highly  controversial 
steel  dispute  is  being  resolved  into 
high  court  chaos;  Tom  Corbet,  space 
cadet  has  made  the  moon  and  back  a 
dozen  times  on  his  rocket  ship;  Ted 
Williams  is  back  in  the  Marines;  the 
''Flying  Enterprise"  is  at  the  bottom 
of  North  Atlantic,  and  the  hit  tune  is 
"Wheel  of  Fortune." 

Such  are  the  highlights  the  men  of 
the  class  of  1952  will  look  back  upon 
when  they,  in  25  years  time,  celebrate 
the  quarter  century  anniversary  of 
their  graduation,  as  the  1927  class 
does  today.  Over  800  strong,  this 
class  will  be  bound  to  Boston  College 
then  just  as  fervently  as  the  225  men 
of  '27  are  bound  to  B.C.  now. 

At  Boston  College,  the  phenom- 
enon of  the  scholastic  year  was  cer- 
tainly the  victory  over  Holy  Cross. 
Although  freshmen  Jimmy  Kane  and 
Tom  Joe  Sullivan  figured  as  the  most 
prominent  instruments  in  the  win,  se- 
niors Mike  Roarke,  Bob  Richards, 
Tony  Stathopoulos,  Bob  Callahan, 
Dick  McBride  and  Charlie  Pinette 
made  the  1952  class  a  well  repre- 
sented one  in  the  upset  score. 

But  football  is  not  the  only  mem- 
ory that  will  feature  the  thoughts  of 
this  year's  graduating  class.  We  en- 
gaged in  many  small  pursuits;  we 
held  our  dances  and  debates,  put  out 
our  newspapers,  staged  our  plays  — 
all  little  things,  but  so  important  in 
formation  and  in  binding  us  to  the 
"joy  of  our  youth".  It  was  these  little 
things,  we  feel,  that  equipped  us  best 
for  the  life  ahead.  The  world  may 
soon  forget  what  we  did  here  —  we 
are  resolved  it  shall  not  forget  what 
we  started  here. 

Our  colleague  from  the  25th  anni- 
versary class  has  written  of  the  doc- 
tors, priests  and  lawyers  who  have 
lent  honor  to  their  year.  There  is  no 
way  of  computing  the  actual  number 
of  '52  grads  who  will  enter  these  and 
other  professions.  But  we  do  know, 
for  example,  that  18  senior  pre-med- 
ical  students  have  been  accepted  in 
accredited  Medical  colleges,  that 
eight  will  attend  Georgetown,  seven 
will  be  at  Tufts  and  one  will  be  at 
Harvard.  Eighty  percent  of  those  who 
applied  were  accepted.  Henry  Tysz- 
kowski,  a  veteran  was  the  first  pre- 
med  major  to  be  accepted  (to  Flower 
Medical,  N.Y.)   from  the  '52  group. 

Eight  others  will  go  to  Dental 
School. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  four  se- 
niors will  enter  the  Army  as  com- 
missioned officers  under  the  school's 
Reserve  Officer  Program.  A  good  per-

centage  of  the  class — neither  veterans 
nor  ROTC — will  enter  the  service  by 
the  end  of  the  summer.  They  want  to 
get  their  stint  over  and  done  with. 

There  were  not  too  many  veterans 
in  our  class — at  least  not  as  many  as 
in. the  two  graduating  classes  which 
preceded  us.  This  was  partly  because 
most  of  the  ex-G.  I.'s  who  were  to 
take  advantage  of  a  free  education 
had  done  so  soon  after  the  war,  and 
with  times  swinging  back  to  "normal" 
the  age  level  of  students  entering  col- 
lege in  September  of  1948,  as  we  did, 
dropped  appreciably.  There  was  still 
a  sharp  flavor  of  war  duty,  but  the 
just-from-high  school  element  had  be- 
gun to  predominate  again  for  the  first 
time  since  World  War  II. 

We  commence  life  from  a  campus 
somewhat  more  ornate  and  more  em- 
broidered with  Gothic  than  that  oc- 
cupied by  our  1927  brethren. 

We  were  the  first  graduating  class 
to  occupy  the  new  Philosophy  Build- 
ing —  excuse  us,  Lyons  Hall.  That 
edifice  housed  our  senior  lounge,  and 
our  snack  bar.  For  the  first  time  since 
we  entered  B.C.  we  did  not  have  to 
eat  our  lunches  standing  up  —  the 
huge  new  cafeteria  was  equipped  with 
chairs ! 

Perhaps  the.  most  eye-catching  pro- 
duction of  the  year  was  the  Year 
Book.  The  Sub  Turri,  under  the  ed- 
itorship of  Frank  Dooley,  is  far  and 
away  the  handsomest  ever  put  out  at 
Boston  College. 

The  Sub  Turri  this  year  was  ded- 
icated to  the  "Spirit  of  Alma  Mater" 
— and  the  book  is  divided  according 
to  each  verse  of  that  hymn.  It  is  an 
extraordinary  effort,  well-written,  and 
well  laid  out.  Assisting  Dooley  were 
Managing  Editor  George  Gallant, 
Business  Manager  Tom  Cummiskey 
and  Sports  Editor  Ed  Sheehan.  The 
section  in  sports  devoted  to  the  Holy 
Cross  defeat  is  a  minor  masterpiece. 

We  note  that  the  1927  Sub  Turri 
was  dedicated  to  "The  Fathers  and 
Mothers  of  the_  Class  of  '27".  Well, 
we  did  not  fail  in  that  regard,  either. 
In  November,  a  Father-Son  smoker 
was  held  on  the  eve  of  the  first  grid 
victory  of  the  season  (over  Rich- 
mond). In  April,  "Mother's  Day  at 
B.C."  was  an  excellent  success. 

We  greeted  His  Eminence,  Gregory 
Peter  XV,  Cardinal  Agagagnian,  Pa-

Mike  Holovak  will  be  starting  his 
second  year  as  the  Eagles'  head  foot- 
ball coach,  but  if  his  efforts  continue 
to  produce  the  improvements  seen  a 
year  ago,  B.C.  is  bound  to  scale  to 
greater  heights  sooner  than  might  be 
expected. 

Holovak  will  lean  heavily  upon 
youngster  Jimmy  Kane,  sensational 
freshman  quarterback  from  Wey- 
mouth. Kane  will  be  calling  signals 
for  some  of  the  finest  running  backs 
B.C.  has  known  in  a  number  of  years. 

Joe  Johnson,  from  New  Haven, 
Ct.,  spark  of  the  Eagle  backs  last 
Fall,  could  be  named  the  outstanding 
halfback  in  New  England,  if  not  the 
East,  this  coming  season.  Johnson 
carried  the  bulk  of  B.C.  running 
chores  last  year  ar^d  still  wound  up 
with  one  of  the  best  records  for  yard- 
age gained.  The  powerful  right  half- 
back, along  with  Kane,  will  be  the 
big  factors  in  the  Eagles  offense. 
Still,  other  backs  such  as  fullback 
John  McCauley,  a  6-3,  200  pounder 
from  Providence,  who  averaged  3.3 
yards  per  carry  in  1951,  and  halfback 
Danny  Brosnahan,  the  little  scooter 
of  the  backs,  should  improve  the  run- 
ning game.

Practically 
alone,  he  licked  B.C. 

The  B.C.  line  is  definitely  going  to 
be  stronger  this  year.  Experience  is 
the  reason  here.  A  great  potential  lies 
within  a  number  of  the  big  boys  Gil 
Bouley  has  been  working  with  and 
the  effects  should  be  sprung  this  Fall. 
John  Miller  (6-4,  212  lbs.),  Frank 
Morze  (6-4,  225  lbs.),  and  Jim 
Coughlin  (6-0,  200  lbs.)  provide  the 
new  faces- while  Patsy  Cacace,  Ed 
Wall,  and  Paul  Sullivan  also  bolster 
the  potentially  strong  forward  wall. 

Gil  Rocha,  Bill  Emmons,  Joe  Cof- 
fey, Jack  Parker,  Don  Morgan  are 
ready  to  go  again.  Ends  Bobby  Flan- 
agan, Tom  IzbickT,  George  Pollinger, 
Frank  Maher  and  Harold  Hanowich 
will  take  care  of  what  comes  their 
way. 

Coaches  Holovak  and  Bouley  have 
been  grinding  away  at  their  per- 
sonnel charts,  game  films,  and  graphs 
of  the  boys'  speeds  during  the  Spring 
workouts  with  the  track  team.  With- 
out the  benefit  of  Spring  drills  the 
young  Eagles  have  simply  responded 
to  their  own  enthusiasms  and  have 
gone  out  in  small  groups  for  tag  foot- 
ball sessions,  or  alone,  simply  to  run, 
and  some  have  even  reported  to  the 
track  coaches  for  aid  in  starting 
speeds,  or  actual  participation  with 
the  track  team.  The  players  have 
been  quite  consistent  in  watching 
their  weights  and  are  continuing' to 
show  remarkable  interest  in  the  pros- 
pects for  the  coming  season. 

Aside  from  the  loss  of  players  via 
graduation,  Coach  Holovak  also  loses 


the  valuable  service  of  end  coach  Bill 
I-'lynn,  who  left  the  coaching  staff  and 
his  teaching  position  at  the  College  to 
accept  the  responsibilities  of  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Alumni.  No  re- 
placement has  been  named  as  yet  and 
it  will  be  difficult  to  find  someone 
who  can  do  as  good  a  job. 

Still,  the  football  picture  is  the 
brightest  it  has  been  in  years.  Led  by 
Captain  and  regular  center  John  Top- 
pa,  twenty-nine  lettermen  will  return 
to  gridiron  action  come  September, 
and  the  entire  group  that  started  the 
Holy  Cross  game,  with  the  exception 
of  outgoing  Captain  Mike  Roarke 
(end)  and  Tony  Stathopoulos  (tack- 
le), will  be  ready  to  take  the  field 
against  Richmond  in  the  September 
26  opener  at  Braves  Field. 

B.C.  has  added  two  newcomers  to 
its  1952  schedule.  Drake  University 
(October  10,  Braves  Field),  and  Xa- 
vier  University  (Nov.  15.  Braves 
Field)  are  making  their  first  appear- 
ance on  an  Eagle  grid  slate.  Drake 
was  the  home  of  famed  Johnny 
Bright  who  earned  All  America  fame 
at  the  Iowa  school.  Xavier,  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio,  is  one  of  those  potent  little 
colleges  that  just  loves  to  get  at  a 
larger  college.  The  Xavier  Musk- 
eteers boast  one  of  the  best  football 
records  in  the  Nation. 

The  Eagles  will  be  out  to  better 
their  record  of  a  year  past.  The  B.C. 
team  expects  to  continue  what  it 
started  with  that  glorious  victory  over 
Holy  Cross.  It  will  be  a  team  worth 
watching.  Come  out  and  see  them  in 
action.

Hockey 

The  hockey  team 
I  really  took  a  beating 
during  the  1951-52  sea- 
son, but  we  don't  mean 
statistically.  After 
being  nominated  by  the 
Boston  hockey  writers 
as  the  top  collegiate 
team  in  the  East,  on 
I  the  strength  of  their 
17-3  record,  the  Eagles 
were  given  a  quick 
icing. 

That  fine  body  of  men 
known  as  the  National  Collegiate  Ath- 
letic Association  selection  committee, 
headed  by  Eddie  Jeremiah  of  Dart- 
mouth, arbitrarily  ruled  that  B.C.  and 
B.U.  (No.  2  in  the  East)  would  have  to 
engage  in  a  playoff  with  St.  Lawrence 
(No.  3)  and  Yale  (No.  4)  to  determine 
the  two  Eastern  representatives  to  the 
national  championship  tournament  at 
Colorado  Springs. 

Two  hours  after  the  ruling,  the  B.C. 
athletic  office  released  an  official  state- 
ment declaring  its  refusal  to  compete 
in  a  playoff. 

Why  should  B.C.  play  off? 

The  Eagles  ranked  as  the  top  team 
in  every  conceivable  set  of  figures. 
Their  record  placed  them  first  in  total 
games  won,  total  NCAA  games  won, 
and  in  .  the  so-called  "Jeremiah  Sys- 
tem" of  weighted  averages.  They  were 
the  only  college  team  to  beat  the  U.  S. 
Olympic  sextet  (5-4);  they  were  the 
only  team  to  beat  Laval  University 
(4-3)  on  its  home  ice;  they  didn't  lose 
a  road  game  all  season;  and  in  addition 
to  all  this  they  had  defeated  Yale  (2-1) 
and  St.  Lawrence  (3-2),  both  on  their 
home  ice. 

Coach  John  "Snooks"  Kelley  called  it, 
"the  greatest  disappointment  in  my 
coaching  career  that  these  boys  were 
denied  the  chance  to  play  in  the  na- 
tional tournament;  a  chance  they  so 
well  deserved.  Had  they  been  given  the 
opportunity,  I  believe  they  could  have 
come  home  with  the  championship — an 
outstanding  team  and  a  truly  remark- 
able record  when  you  consider  the  fact 
that  practically  half  the  team  had  never 
played  varsity  hockey  before." 

An  alternate  selection  plan  was 
worked  out  at  the  annual  coaches  con- 
vention. The  winner  in  the  Pentagonal 
League  and  the  winner  in  the  Tri-State 
League  would  meet  the  two  top  teams 
in  the  East  (this  would  include  teams 
in  the  Eastern  League  and  all  other 
independent  teams)  in  a  four-game 
playoff  with  the  two  winners  represent- 
ing the  East  in  the  national  tournament 
at  Colorado.  However,  Kelley  declared 
that  this  move  didn't  clarify  the  situ- 
ation or  offer  a  solution. 

Barring  injuries,  the  Eagles  have  the 
material  to  make  next  season  a  suc- 
cessful one.  The  only  first  stringers 
lost  to  the  club  will  be  defenseman 
•Johnny  Hansberry  and  captain  Pete 
Maggio  who  alternated  in  the  goal  with 
Joe  Carroll   until  sidelined  with  an  in- 


jury. George  Costa,  another  defense- 
man,  is  also  among  those  graduating. 
This  means  that  the  bulk  of  the  squad, 
led  by  captain  "Wimpy"  Burtnett,  will 
return  and  be  strengthened  by  two  out- 
standing freshmen  players  of  last  year, 
Jim  Duffy  and  Bob  Gallagher. 

Baseball 

From  the  standpoint 
of  returning  veterans, 
the  Eagle  baseball  club 
ranks  right  along  with 
the  football  and  hockey 
teams.  Coach  John  Tem- 
ple has  seven  of  his 
1951  first  stringers  to 
throw  in  against  the 
opposition  this  season. 
Heading  the  list  of 
returnees  is  captain 
John  Temple  Mike  Roarke,  currently- 
hitting  a  lusty  .370  and 
one  of  the  best  major  league  prospects 
ever  to  don  a  B.C.  uniform.  The  Red 
Sox,  Braves  and  Phillies,  to  name  a  few 
have  been  scouting  the  husky  catcher 
for  some  time. 

The  Eagles  can  boast  of  two  more 
players  of  major  league  calibre-short- 
stop Joe  Morgan  and  pitcher  Bill 
Scholz.  Morgan,  a  great  center  on  the 
hockey  team,  is  only  a  junior  but  his 
smooth  fielding  and  sharp  hitting  have 
already  caught  the  attention  of  major 
league  scouts.  Bill  Scholz,  senior  right 
hander  who  gave  up  a  promising  foot- 
ball career  to  concentrate  on  baseball, 
is  the  foremost  pitcher  in  collegiate 
circles  today. 

The  B.C.  nine  has  appeared  to  gain 
strength  at  bat  and  in  the  field  as  the 
season  progresses.  The  Holy  Cross 
series  looks  to  be  one  of  the  best 
ever. 


Yachting 

George  Donaldson 

Yachting  is  one  of  three  B.C.  sports 
activities  (the  others:  tennis  and  skiing) 
that  has  received  little  or  no  publicity 
because  of  its  status  as  a  "minor  sport." 
Yet  these  lesser  athletic  pursuits,  in 
their  own  way,  contribute  as  much  to 
a  college's  athletic  program  as  do  foot- 
ball and  baseball. 

The  Yachting  Club  is  a  member  of 
the  N.  E.  Intercollegiate  Sailing  As- 
sociation, and  as  such  is  entitled  to 
compete  in  most  all  intercollegiate 
competition  in  New  England,  and  also 
to  represent  the  NEISA  in  national 
competition.  The  Club  is  active  during 
middle  of  September  to  mid-October, 
and  in  the  Spring  from  March  31  to  the 
final  exams. 

Since  B.C.  as  yet  does  not  have  its 
own  fleet  of  sailboats,  M.I.T.,  Tufts,  and 
Dartmouth  are  kind  enough  to  let  the 
club  members  use  their  boats  when 
they  sail  at  their  respective  clubs.  Most 
of  the  activity  during  the  racing  sea- 
son takes  place  on  the  Charles  River 
Basin,  M.I.T.'s  home  port. 


Basketball 

The  hockeyteam 
wasn't  the  only  B.C. 
club  exposed  to  the  ca- 
price of  NCAA  judg- 
ment Coach  Al  Mc- 
Clellan's  courtmen  com- 
piled one  of  the  top  rec- 
ords (22-5)  in  the  East, 
and  the  best  since  bas- 
ketball was  revived  at 
the  Heights  in  1945, 
only  to  be  by-passed  by 
Al  McClellan   the  NCAA  Tournament 

selection  committee. 
The  outstanding  performance  by  the 
Eagle  quintet  was  its  hard .  fought 
64-61  victory  over  tournament-bound 
Holy  Cross — the  first  win  over  the  Cross 
since  B.C.  started  taking  its  basket- 
ball seriously. 

Somerville's  Johnny  Silk,  top  scorer 
last  season  with  333  points,  will  be  back 
to  captain  the  Eagles  next  year  and 
hold  down  one  of  the  forward  positions. 
The  only  other  returning  starter  will  be 
6'7"  center  Tony  Daukas.  Filling  in  at 
the  other  forward  post  will  be  John 
O'Hara,  a  second  team  veteran  of  the 
1951-52  squad.  Freshmen  standouts 
Tom  Cullinane  (6'1"),  Matignon,  and 
Tom  Aldrich  (6'3"),  Gloucester,  will  al- 
ternate at  the  forward  positions  while 
John  "Stretch"  Norton  (6'7")  will  back 
up  Daukas  at  center.  The  back  court 
will  be  split  up  among  Stan  Sincoski, 
Lou  Shurtleff  and  Phil  Powell,  and 
John  Whelpley.

Although  track  has 
slowed  down  at  the 
Heights,  the  quality  of 
its  coaching  continues  along  at  the  same 
accelerated  pace.  The  Eagle  track  team 
can  boast  of  one  of  the  greatest  coach- 
es ever  to  hold  a  stopwatch — Jack 
Ryder,  who  has  been  holding  down  his 
post  at  B.C.  for  33  years. 

This  year's  team,  captained  by  Bill 
Connelly,  a  sprint  man  from  Arlington, 
lost  its  first  two  meets  to  Tufts  (57-78) 
and  Maine  (61-74)  but  made  a  good 
showing  especially  in  the  hurdles,  broad 
jump  and  high  jump  where  freshman 
Pat  Lochiatto,  formerly  of  English 
High,  has  been  a  consistent  winner. 
Tony  Sapienza,  a  junior  from  Lawrence, 
looked  good  in  the  mile  and  two  mile 
events. 

The  weight-throwers,  coached  by  Bill 
Gilligan     ('40),     dominated     the     field 
events    in    the    Tufts    meet   but   had   a 
little  rougher  going  at  Maine.

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Rev.  James  W.  Ring,  S.J. 
Perhaps  the  greatest,  and  least 
publicized,  athletic  achievement  in 
the  history  of  Boston  College  is  found 
in  the  expansive  intramural  program 
instituted  in  1946  by  Father  Ring. 

Since  that  time  hundreds  of  pieces 
of  equipment  have  been  purchased, 
softball  diamonds  and  touch  football 
fields  have  been  laid  out,  volleyball, 
handball  and  basketball  courts  have 
been  erected  and  the  number  of  ac- 
tivities has  been  increased  to  ten — 
everything  from  fencing  to  fisticuffs. 

Alumni  Field  has  been  the  scene  of 
some  strong  competitive  contests  over 
the  years,  but  nothing  has  ever  hap- 
pened that  can  compare  with  the  ac- 
tion of  the  106  softball  and  51  touch 
football  teams  that  pounded  across 
the  turf  this  year. 

Over  in  the  gym,  84  intramural 
teams  wore  the  markings  off  the  floor 
in  their  254  games.  Out  doors,  fall 
and  spring  tournaments  were  held  in 
handball  and  volleyball. 

If  you  could  have  walked  by  the 
gym  annex  any  day  before  vacation, 
your  ears  would  still  be  ringing  from 
the  tattoo  of  punching  bags,  the  crack 
of  ping-pong  balls,  the  gasping  of 
badminton  players,  the  groans  of 
wrestlers  and  the  grunts  of  weight- 
lifters. 

In  view  of  actual  student  participa- 
tion, B.C.  has  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  successful  intramural  organiza- 
tions in  the  U.S.  Over  the  year  more 
than  2,000  students  —  almost  60%  of 
the  September  enrollment  —  parti- 
cipated in  the  intramural  program. 
But  more  important  than  numbers  is 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  competitors, 
the  new  friendships,  and  the  growth 
of  college  morale  and  spirit  engen- 
dered by  this  project. 

Assisting  Father  Ring  is  the  di- 
rector of  the  program,  Malcolm  Mc- 
Cloud  ('28)  and  graduate  assistants 
Toseph  Bastable  ('51)  and  Tom  Sey- 
mour ('51).
